ture in the nation this day was Yellowstone 
National Park at 38 degrees. That’s where we 
are heading. Net control indicated that 800 
trailers had now backed up by that morning 
and they were in the process of parking - con- 
ditions had improved and parking was pro- 
ceeding. I also reported that our last location 
from which I would be able to get into Boze- 
man via 40 meters, other than 2 meters, was 
in Fishing Bridge in Yellowstone National 
Park. However, we would not reach that point 
in our trip for several days. 

June 22 - Reached Cody, Wyoming that 
afternoon and had a great time white-water 
rafting on the Shoshoneh River, a name de- 
rived from the Indian name meaning ‘‘stink- 
ing water’’ because of the high content of 
sulfur smell in the area from the fissures in the 
earth. We also stopped over night in the town 
of Thermopolis where the campground had 
hot “‘thermal’’ springs which were used for 
swimming. There | learned that the fissure in 
the earth produced 1,350,000 gallons of 130 
degree water every 24 hours and had to be 
cooled before being used for swimming. That 
morning my wife and I had breakfast served in 
the thermal pool where the outside air tem- 
perature was 54 degrees and the water tem- 
perature was a perfect 103 degrees. Steamy 
vapors rose from the water that contained 27 
different minerals, all said to help you look 
younger. I guess | didn't stay in long enough. 
Wow, whata fantastic experience! | felt great. 
By the way, I have a picture to prove we were 
““white-water’’ rafting. Next morning we 
were going to climb the Big Horn Mountain 
through the Big Horn Pass at an elevation of 
9,666 feet. 

June 23 - Up at0900 UTC and loaded up 
with the highest octane fuel we could find. 
Figured that if we ever needed power it was in 
these next few hours. The trip was very 
gradual for awhile but soon found that our 
caravan was as fast over that mountain as our 
slowest, least powerful tow vehicle. That 
speed ended up to be about 25 miles per hour. 
I soon learned that 25 mph was fast enough 
because near the summit we encountered 
snow, a real blizzard with hail and blinding 
snow as big as fifty cent pieces. Soon the road 
was covered with an inch or more and the 


that moment a car sped by my trailer and I 
commented he was going to end up going off 
the mountain. Two miles later near the crest 
of Big Horn Pass the car lay on its side with the 
three occupants still in the car. I stopped my 
trailer and saw that a car in front of me was 
helping to upright that car that lay in the right 
side ravine - had he swerved left they would 
have ended up going off the mountain into a 
400 foot drop to who knows where. I directed 
the dazed kids, two Indian girls and a boy, to 
get into the car and I would proceed to call for 
help over Amateur Radio..I called over 146.52 
simplex and called and called - to no avail - I 
tried all the known frequency pairs I could 
think of to no avail - in desperation I gave up 
and took the kids to the nearest Ranger station 
for first aid. The caravan had proceeded 
without us and we met up later down the 
mountain to tell the story. 

June 24 and 25 - I didn’t realize it but this 
weekend was Field Day and I was unable to 
contact anyone. All nets apparently were 
wiped off the air. 

June 26 - We arrived at Yellowstone 
National Park and learned through the Net 
control that Bozeman had parked about 1,000 
trailers that day and had that many more to go 
- the trailer count thus far had exceeded 2,500 
trailers. We were flabbergasted at the num- 
ber. Many said this would be the biggest rally 
ever, exceeding the 4,000 mark in trailers. I 
would have to wait and see. 

Yellowstone is an adventure in itself. I 
could not possibly give its beauty in these 
paragraphs such as we saw. We did park our 
trailers in the campground and proceeded to 
board our chartered bus that would take us on 
our trip for that day covering more than 200 
miles in the Park. Truly a magnificent treas- 
ure of American landscape. 

June 27 - Arrived at Bozeman, Montana 
and contacted Net for the first time on 2 
meters 147.38/98. This repeater had several 
links and covered a 60 mile radius from Boze- 
man. I also learned that repeaters are in need 
of people out west since they are said to have 
one repeater for every amateur as well as 138 
acres of ground for every man, women, and 
child in the state. The entire population of 
Montana is just under 700,000 people. 
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no apparent damage to the diesel engine - 
report was he was running just fine. 

Stopped for breakfast and found that the 
lead trailer had a broken side window and the 
leader was rather upset over his travel prob- 
lems thus far. I guess I would not have 
handled all the problems he had, as well as he 
had. I had an idea - I suggested that I contact 
Net control at Bozeman and see if they could 
arrange to have the glass window sent to 
Bozeman Rally by the glass company so as to 
be there when our caravan arrived. I was just 
in time for the noon session of the net and pro- 
ceeded to call - one call did it - | was in contact 
with Bozeman - they contacted the glass 
company -I was required to provide them with 
the measurements of the window - they in 
turn gave me the good news that the window 
would indeed be there - waiting for our arrival. 
Wow! Whatan impression I created on all the 
members of the Caravan. It was almost like 
they were being introduced to Amateur Radio 
for the very first time - come to think of it - it 
was.

Later that day we visited Wall, South 
Dakota and what a place.

Three months of planning, scheduling, 
meetings, re-planning, rescheduling, meet- 
ings, re-re-planning, and re-re-scheduling:

NOW FOR THE FUN PART!!! Race 
day at 8:00 AM. Everyone is on location. The 
van is getting set up. Everyone is checking in. 
All of a sudden it is 9:00 AM, and the opera- 
tor at position #1 checks in with the “‘official”’ 

The racers make their way around the 
inner course (between operators #1,2,4&3) for 
three laps, and then head out on the trek 
through Fairmount Park, Manayunk, Rox- 
borough, and back to Center City for ten laps. 
An average for this loop takes approximately 
40 minutes. Speeds vary from 3 M.P.H. while 
climbing the wall, to exceeding 75 M.P.H. at 
the bottom of hill where Ridge and Main 
Street meet. Average flat riding speeds were 
reported in the 30-35 M.P.H. range by the 
MOTO operators. 

This year Phil-Mont’s MO-COM was

race. We provided a station for official's 
communications, medical communications, 
police-emergency communications, race 
tracking communications, and course safety 
communications. Sounds like a slightly 
crowded van, right? No way! This was all 
done with two to three operators with several 
backups at the ready. 

Course communications were excellent, 
as usual. The majority of our operators are 
now “seasoned experts’’ at bike race com- 
munications and set the pace for all the new- 
comers. The ‘‘newcomers"’ of course are not 
newcomers to communications, and pick up 
the format in about 15 seconds. ‘Sure makes 
my job easy!!

We were 
soon to learn that this Caravan Leader had so 
much planned during this 9 day extended trip 
to Bozeman, Montana, that it would be at 
least 10 PM before we were able to turn in for 
the evening. Tired but anticipating his every 
planned adventure. 

Reported into the RV net this morning at 
1245 UTC and reported no changes in the 
caravan.

Hito Phil-Mont. Here's myreport on my 
Western Mobile RV trip; you have to be there 
to really appreciate the immensity of the 
things that have to be done, seen, visited, and 
accomplished on a journey of this size.
